LONDON.  April  2.— The  Russians 
now  are  on  the  offensive  along  the 
whole  of  their  front,  from  the  Baltic 
Sea  to  the  Roumanian  border  and  In 
the  Caucasus,  and,  according  to  a  Stock- 
holm dispatch,  they  have  concentrated 
nn  enormous  number  of  soldiers  on  the 
coast  of  Finland  to  prevent  any  at- 
tempt of   the   Germans   to  land  there. 

All    the    Russian    advances,   according 


to  Pelrograd  advloeo. — are — proceeding 
with  success.  The  Russian  official  re- 
port issued  tonight  makes  the  claim 
that  the  Germans  In  North  Poland  are 
being  pushed  back  to  the  East  Prussian 
border,  and  that  In  the  Carpathians  be- 
tween the  Lupkow  and  Uzsok  passes 
the  Russians  have  captured  still  an- 
other strongly  fortified  ridge,  overcom- 
ing, in  doing  so,  almost  Insurmountable 
difficulties,  such  as  the  scaling  of 
steep,  Ice-covered  hills,  and  penetrating 
cleverly  arranged  barbed  wire  and 
timber  obstructions. , 

The  Russians  also  have  taken  the  of- 
fensive against  the  Germans  in  the 
region  of  Kuziouwka,  near  the  Uzsok 
puss,  who  long  have  been  launching  at- 
tacks against  the  Russian  position.  In

During  the  last  twenty-four  hours 
news  has  been  received  In  London  of 
the  sinking  of  the  British  steamer 
Eston  (formerly  the  South  Point),  the 
Norwegian  bark  Nor,  and  three  British) 
trawlers,  by  German  submarines,  and  of 
the  Dutch  steamer  Schleland,  presum- 
ably by  a  mine,  .Seven  sailors  of  the 
Scblelantl   arc   missing. 

'The  sinking  of  the  trawlers,  it  Is 
alleged  here.  Is  a  violation  of  The 
Hague  Convention  of  1907,  which-  ex- 
empts fishing  vessels  from  molesta- 
tion.

Norwegian  Victim 

LONDON,  April  3.— The  Rotterdam 
correspondent  of  The  .

necessity  of  their  segregation,  from 
other  prisoners  of  war. 

"In  these  quarters  they  are  treated 
with  humanity,  given  the  opportunity 
for  exercise,  provided  !  with  German 
books,  subjected  to  no  forced  labor 
and  are  better,  fed  and  clothed  ,  than 
British  prisoners  of  equal  rank  now  in 
Germany.  .  ,. 

"As,  however,  the  crews  of  the  two 
German  submarines  in  question  before 
they  were  rescued  ■  from  ■  the  sea  were 
engaged  in  sinking  Innocent  British 
ships  and  wantonly  killing  non-com- 
batants they  cannot  be  regarded  as 
honorable  opponents,  but  rather  as  per- 
sons, who,  at  tho  orders  of  their  Gov- 
ernment, have  committed  acts  which 
are  offences  against  the  law  of  nations, 
and  contrary  to  common  humanity.  ' 

"His  Majesty's  Government  would 
also  bring  to  the  notice  of  the  United 
States  Government  that  during:  the 
present  War  more'  than  1,000  officers  I 
and  men  of  the  German  navy  have  been 
rescued  from  the  see,  sometimes  Jn 
spite  of  danger  to  the  rescuers  and 
sometimes  to  the  prejudice  of  the  Brit- 
ish naval  operations.

Front   Can  Be  Pierced 

*  ^Two  valuable  lessons,  therefore,  have 
been  learned  from  these  operations.  Tho 
first  is  that  the  German  front  can  ba 
pierced.  There  were  moments,  both  in 
Champagne  and  in  Neuve  Chapelle,  when 
the  way  was  open,  when  there  was  no- 
thing more  formidable  than 'the  weak  re- 
sistance of  sorely  tried  troops.  It  does 
not  follow  because  the  gap  was  closed 
before  advantage  could  bo  taken  of  it 
that  this  would  be  the  case  every  time. 
"The  second  lesson  learned  Is  that  a 
serious  attack  on  one  point  has  a*n  effect 
oil  the  enemy's  plans  and  fighting  power 
at  every  other  point.  The  British  attack 
at  Neuve  Chapelle  ruined  the  enemy's 
chances  of  a  big  success  at  St.  Eloi.  Tho 
French  attacks  at  Perthes  helped  In  the 
attack  upon  Nouve  Chapelle,  and  both 
these  assisted  the  Russians  to  withstand 
tho  German  offensive  in  the  Eastern 
theatre.'* 

France's  Beserves 

Speaking  of  the  inspection  by  Gen- 
eral Joffre,  the  French  Commandor-tn- 
Chief,  of  several  divisions  which  had 
been  through  the  whole  of  the  fighting 
the  observer  says:  "We  must  not  forget 
that  these  regiments  have  had  to  be 
brought  up  to  Strength,  sometimes  al- 
most reorganised  after  each  attack,  of 
which  tltey  carried  out  several  during 
the  last  thirty  days.  What  wo  are  really 
looking  at  is  the  French  system  Of  rein- 
forcements and  the  system  which  keeps 
army  corps  not  only  up  to  their 
strength,  but  up  to  their  full  standard  of 
fighting   efficiency. 

"There  is  an  Idea  In  many  circles'  that 
France  has  a  number  of  army  corps  or 
divisions  somewhere  in  the  background 
ready  to  be  thrown  Into  the  fighting 
when  the  great  day  of  victory  is  at  hand. 
This  Idea  should  be  dismissed.  All  tho 
army  corps  of  France  are  righting,  and 
her  reserve  will  enable  them  to  keep 
fighting,  and  fishtlng  hard,  as  long  as 
the   war   continues."

J.f  he  was  looking  for 
aeroplanes  I  could  understand  it.  but 
who  should  he  be  examining  our  own 
lines?    D'  y'  think  he's  a  spy?" 

"Not  him.  Why.  It's  broad  daylight, 
and  he's  in  the  uniform  of  the  Duke 
of  Wellington's." 

"Yes,  but  he's  a  queer  looking  bloke. 
He  don't  walk  like  an  officer,  and  his 
clothes  don't  seem  as  if  they  belonged 
to  him.

I'm  going  to  speak  to 
him."

ALLIES'  SURPRISE  FOR

Tot- 
tering traverses,  doleful  dug-outs  (with 
a  "to  let"  air  about  them),  and  Pom- 
peii-like  parapets  greeted  the  eye  ev- 
erywhere. 

I  had  now  reached  a  disused  part  of 
our  line.  I  say  disused,  for  I  cannot 
Imagine  the'  most  enthusiastic  Celtic 
troops  desiring  to  make  acquaintance 
with  that  frigid  water  and  mud  that 
chiefly  entered  into  the  composition  Of 
the  landscape,  or  should  I  say  trench- 
scape?  Hut  as  Germans  do  not  usually 
shell  disused  trenches,  I  eagerly  made 
acquaintance  with  this  portion. 

The  friendship  was  reciprocated,  and 
so  loath  was  the  mud  and  water  to  part 
from  me,  so  tightly  did  it  cling  to  me, 
that  in  the  end  I  made  It  a  present  of 
my  "gum  boots"— my  beautiful  water- 
proof-up-to-the-knee  boots.  I  continued 
my  Journey,  flopping  and  floundering,  in 
my   socks; 

My    friend    ,    wbo    was    wounded 

with  shrapnel  shell  when  the  earth  fell 
in  on  us,  could  not  help  laughing  at  mc 
in  spite  of  his  pain.  X  suppose  I  must 
have  looked  like  a  joy-riding  tripper 
having  a  paddle,  or  something  equally 
ridiculous.- 

Well,  we  both  floundered  on  and  even- 
tually came  across  Ave  men  of  the 

Who  were  put  as  an  outpost. in  this 
disused  section.  -There,  with  their  cheer- 
ful company,  we  decided  to  wait  till 
dusk  to  crawl  back  to  our  hew  line. 
We  bound  the  injured  man's  arm  up, 
and  then  gave  Christian  Science  a 
chance.  ^ 

vWe  tried  to  persuade  ourselves  and 
each  either  that  we  weren't  wet  or  cold, 
or  that  our.  legs  had  not  the  cramp.  It 
was  a  failure  somehow;  the  science.  I 
mean,  not  the  cramp.  Anyhow,  my  toes 
refused  to  he  persuaded  to  the  "creed."

called    upon   him  to  surrender,  and    he 

held  Up  a  crucifix  towards  me,  so  I 
knew   he  must  be  a  priest. 

The  priest  was  giving  absolution  to  a 
dying  Bavarian  who  expired  a  few  min- 
utes later.  1  went  up  to  the  priest,  who, 
however,  could  not  nndcrstund  Kngllsh 
or  French.  I  know  very  little  German;

;i  short,  and  very  halting  conversation.

Kventually  I  .illow.d 
him  lo  return  to  the  ilennan  trenches, 
which  I  expect  and  hope  that  h<  renched 
in  safely.  My  men  expostulated  after- 
wards at  my  letting  him  go,  as  they

In  remaining  to  give  absolution  t<>  bis 
dying  countrymen  surpuss.-s  anything  T 
have  hen  id  myself  In  tho  course  of  the 
present  war,  as  he  must  have  known 
that  he  would  fall  Into  the  hands,  not 
of  British  soldiers,  wbo  might  possibly 
have  respected  his  calling,  but  Into  those 
of  men  who  must  have  been  represented 
to  him   as  barbarous   savages.

That  because  of  the  method  by  which 
labor,  for  civic  works  must  be  engaged, 
since  the  Council  recently  transferred 
tu«  employment  bureau,  forriierly  op- 
erated from  the  Yates  Street  yard,  to 
cue  Central  Employment  Bureau,  the 
work  •  being  carried  out  on  boulevard 
upkeep  and  construction  Is  costing  just 
twice  what  it  did  before  the  change, 
Is  the  assertion  made  by  City  Engi- 
neer Bust.  The  engineer  points  out 
that  men  are  allotted  by  the  central 
bureau  to  the ,. city  In  the  order  in 
which  their  names  appear  on  the  list 
with  the  result  that'  Instead  of  secur- 
ing men  qualified  for  the  work  be  npust 
take  any  that  are  sent  along.  Many 
of  the  Old  hands  who  were  employed 
on  boulevard  work  and  are  thoroughly 
conversant  with  it  find  themselves  as- 
signed to  other  kinds  of  work  with 
which  they  are  not  familiar.  While 
men  who  probably  never  worked  bor 
boulevards  are  assigned  to  him  .for : 
the  latter  work.  The  City  Engineer 
docs  not  blame  the  central  bureau,  as 
the  method  of  employment  by  that  or- 
ganisation was  approved  by  the  Coun- 
cil, but  he  has  intimated  very  strong- 
ly :that  a  change  must  be  made  if  the 
cost  of  the  work  is  to  be  kept  to  a 
reasonable  limit.  In  fact  he  states 
that  the  cost  of  all  of  the  city  work 
has  been  Increased  through  the  new 
method  of  engaging  men,  and  he  sug- 
gests that  some  system  should  be 
adopted  whereunder  it  would  toe  pos- 
sible to  pick  men  Who  are  experienced 
in  .the  particular  class  of  work  for 
which  they  are  required. 

Change  Knit  Be  Made 
The  matter  was  discussed  at  Thurs-. 
day's  meeting  of  the  streets  committee, 
and  the  unanimous  opinion  of  the  board 
was  that  u  Change  must  be  mado  so 
that  a  Qualified  workman  Would  be 
kept  at  work  and  not,  as  at  present 
under  the  regulations  of  the  central 
bureau,  be  given  Work  but  for  a  few 
days  and  then  laid  off  so  that  another 
man  may  ho  given  a  chance  to  earn 
some  money,  it  was  this  desire  to 
give  every  man  some  work  that  has  re- 
sulted in  the  present  unsatisfactory 
system  from  the  standpoint  of  the 
ratepayers, 

The  engineer  will  submit  a  further 
report  making  recommendations  as  to 
what,  in  his  opinion,  will  bo  the  best 
system  of  engaging  the  men.  During 
February  the  city  engaged  a  total  of 
394  men,  or  whom     ninety,  engaged  on 

rock  breaking,  were  alien.-.  In  March, 
418  men  were  employed,  of  whom  SO* 
enly-two    were    aliens. 

In  pursuance  of  the  arrangement 
Which  the  Citj  made  wlt.h  the  owners 
<m  <  >ak  Ray  Avenue,  between  the  city 
limits  and  McGregor  Street,  the  early 
paving  of  that  portion  or  the  thorough- 
fare must  ho  undertaken.  The  Htr 
last  year  contemplated  going  ahead 
with  the  work,  but  financial  consldei 
at  Ions  necessitated  delay  and  the  own- 
ers agreed  to  watt  until  the  present 
year,  at  the  same,  time  Insisting  upon 
a  bltullthle  pavement  Instead  of  the 
asphalt  pavement  the  city  contemplat- 
ed laying.  The  owners  are  now  press- 
ing for  the  prosecution  of  the  work, 
and  it  la  definitely  known  that  the  b! 
C.  Electric  Company  will  not  contribute 
anything  towards  the  cost,  the  company 
taking  the  stand  that  when  the  old  tar 
macadam  pavement  was  laid  it  object- 
ed to  It  as  not  being  a  satisfactory 
pavemrnf,  hiit  contributed  Its  share  of 
cost  for  the  paving  between  the  cat 
tracks.     The      old    pavement    proved    a 


Mr.  W.  T.  McDonald,  livestock  com- 
missioner of  the  Department  of  Agri- 
culture, returned  this  week  from  the 
lower  Mainland,  where  he  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  B.  C.  Stockbreeders'  As- 
sociation. It  was  suggested  some  time 
ago  that  It  was  desirable  to  import 
.into  the  Province  a  number  of  pure- 
bred  bulls  for  distributing  among  the 
farms  of  the  Province,  but  at  the  meet- 
ing it  was  decided  that  all  arrange- 
ments in  this  respect  should  be  can- 
celled for  this  year.  It  was  the  opin- 
ion of  Mr.  McDonald  that  nest  Spring 
the  bulls  would  probably  be  brought 
In. 

The  outlook  for  livestock  In  British 
Columbia  for  this  year  Is  exceptionally 
satisfactory  and  ,  the  indications  are 
that  1916  should  be  a  very  prosperous 
one.  Much  activity,  both  in  the  dairy 
and  meat  business.  Is  reported  in  all 
sections  of  the  Province,  the  latter  In- 
dustry making  particularly  good  head- 
way along  the  line  of  the  G.  T.  P.  and 
In  the  Nechaco  and  Bulkley  Valleys. 
Experiments  are  being  made  in  these 
regions  and  In  other  sections  of  the 
country  with  various  varieties  of 
forage  crops,  and  the  cattle  farmers  are 
toeing  urged  to  grow  as  much  of  their 
own  feed  as  possible,  thus  cutting  down 
the  heavy  freight  charges  for  import- 
ing the  bulky  greenstuff  from  the 
Prairie  Provinces.  The  fruit  growers 
in  the  Okanagan  are  realizing  the  ad- 
vantages  of  maintaining  a  few  coWs 
and  a  number  of  large  dairies  have 
been  opened  up  here.  Although  thla 
section  has  far  to  bo  before  it  be- 
comes a  self-supporting  country  as  far 
a«  c«ttle  produce  Is  concerned,  the  out- 
look Is  very  favorable  and  a  great 
many  cows  are  being  taken  Into  the 
district 

The  swine  and  sheep  industries  ap- 
pear to  he  on  a  very  sound  footing  this 
year,  and  the  {lumber  of  sheep  in  the 
Okanagan  is  steadily  increasing.  There 
are  now  over  400  In  the  Kelowna  dis- 
trict alone.  By  raising  their  require- 
ments on  their  own  land  as  much  as 
possible  the  farmers  are  carrying  out 
very  thoroughly  the  advice  that  has 
been  imparted  at  the  recent  meetings 
held  throughout  the  Province,  and  are 
doing  their  share  in  the  "Patriotism 
and  Production"  campaign.

The  annual  report  of  the  Royal  Jubilee' 
Hospital  for  the  twenty-fifth  year  df  *ttf 
existence  has  been  published,  and  con'-' 
tains*  a  very  comprehensive'  summary 
of  the  activities  of  the  directors  and 
stair  of  the  Institution  during  the  past 
year. 

A  'number  of  contracts  were  let  to 
various  flrmi  last  year  for  construction 
work  in  various  parts  of  the  building, 
and  a  number. of  acknowledgments  are 
made  in  the  report,  among  which  being, 
an  expression  of  thanks  to  the  City 
Council  of  19 J3  for  recommending  the  in. 
coming  council  to  liquidate  the  debt  up- 
on the  hospital's  current  account,  and  to 
give 'an  Increased  grant,  the  total  for 
•  both  purposes  being  925,000. 

A  condensed  resume  is  given  of  the 
work  of  the,  hospital  since  its  incorpor- 
ation in  1890.  '    . 

During  the  past  year  l.iOC  In-patients 
were  admitted;  which  number  is  not  an 
increase  over  last  year's  admissions,  but 
is  higher  than  any  other  preceding 
year.  Of  this,  number  1,064.  were  resi- 
dents of ;  Victoria,  i  leaving  HI  fnm 
outside  the  city  and  the'  surrounding 
municipalities.  The  total  number  of 
days'  stay  wae  31.089,  being  less  than 
the  number  of  days'  stay  last  year.  The 
greatest  decrease  was  ih  the  number  of 
days  by  patients  occupying  private 
rooms.-  •> 

The  cost  per  diem  per  capita  for  the 
last  year  was  $111,  an  increase  of  23 
cents  over  the  preceding  year.  This 
can  be  accounted  for  by  the  increased 
number  of  nurses,  the  Increased  cost  of 
provisions,  and  the  cost  of  necessary, 
repairs  and  painting. 

The  daily  average  number  of  patients 
treated  Inst  year  was  ««,$,  as  compared 
with  98.2  in  1818.  The  number  of  opera- 
tions was  733,  and  the  work  of  the  X- 
ray  department  haa  much  increased,  308

WRITES  FROM  EGYPT 

Bays     Beggar.  "  la     Cairo     Are     or.it 

Nuisance— Encamped  trader  Shadow 

Of  Sphinx — Training  Jteeruite 

Since  the  advent  of  the  Turk  into  the 
war 'and  his  attempt  to  cross  the  Suez 
Canal,  that  part  of  the  world  h/.s  come 
into   greater   prominence,  and   the   fol- 
lowing  letter  from  one  of     the     Aus- 
tralian  contingent   will  be  of  Interest. 
it  Is  written  by  Private  Walter  Speech- 
ly,  who*  resided  In  Victoria  a  couple  of 
years  ago,  to  a  friend  In  the  city: 
•  "Every thing    has   gone     swimmingly 
since   we  left  Australia  and  the     boys 
are  in  the  very  best  of  health  and  con- 
dition  to   meet   either  the   Germans   or 
the  Turks.     It  has  been    pretty    stiff 
work   manoeuvring  and   trench   digging 
In  the  loose  sands  of  this  country,  not 
to  mention  the  heat.     We  are  encamp- 
ed  right   under   the   Sphinx     and     the. 
pyramids  and  I  have  had  a  good  look 
over  the  lot.    King  Barneses  must  have 
had  a  great  opinion  of  himself  and  wife 
to  have  gone  to  such  a  terrific  expense 
of  money  and  labor.     They  look  good 
to  stand  for    .another  1,000  .  years  .  or 
more.    Cairo  is  a  filthy  place  and  moral- 
ly the  worst  I. have  ever  been  in.     ex- 
cept for  a  few,  the  streets  are. nothing 
but  lanes,  swarming  with  camels,  asses, 
etc.,  and  the  pavements  are  lined     by 
beggars  and  street  merchants.      , 

"The  Egyptians  claim  that  wo  have 
beat  worth  as  much  to  them  as  six 
tburlst  seasons,  and,  I  believe  them, 
from  the  way  the  boys  spend  their 
money.  They  leave  the  Yankee  In  the 
shade  as  money  circulators.  You  can 
always  count  on  them  being  broke  two 
days  after  drawing  their  pay.  The 
Sultan  had  a  fine  palace  here  and  ad- 
joining it  are  the  Kasr-cl-n  11  barracks. 
with  parade  ground  in  front  I  watched 
the  recruits  drilling  last  week.  They 
are  about  the  smartest  I  have  ever , 
seen,  but  woe*  to  one  if  he  makes  a 
wrong  movement,  for  he  has  to  take  a 
thrashing  from  the  drill  instructor.  I 
saw  several  beaten  over  the  head  and' 
shoulderj  with  a  cane;  they  never 
flinched  or  «aid  a  word. 

"Our  'tucker'  has  been  capital,  al- 
though, as  usual,  stew  has  been  the 
cook's  crowning  effort.  We  generally 
have  sand  in  it,  but  I  suppose  that  is 
for  our  digestive  organs.  We  get  any 
amount  of  bread,  butter,  jam,  porridge, 
tinned  fruit,  etc,  so  personally  I  think 
the  Australians  have  treated  me  well. 
There  are  four  picture  shows  in  camp, 
so  we  are  well  supplied  wJth  evening 
amusement*.  There  are  lacrosse,  Rugby 
and  soccer  teams,  and  boxing  is  a 
favorite  pport.  The  New  Zeal  and  era 
.•in.l  several  English  territorial  bat- 
talions arc  in  Egypt,  but  separated 
from  US.  The  New  Zealandcrs  were 
lucky  enough  to  be  with  tho  "Terriers'" 
and     Indians     when     they    smashed       the 

Turku   who  came  this  way." 


Should  Be  Able  to  Secure 
Better  Markets. 


WRITES  FROM  FRONT 

Lance-Corporal     OUlff,     Who     Left    Vic- 
toria  With   Patricias,    Sends    Letter 
From   Tiring    Lin* 

The  following  interesting  communica- 
tion has  been  received  by  Mrs  llonch, 
of  the  Corona,  Douglas  Street,  from 
LaaoerOorpora]  oiiiff,  who  left  victoria 
witli  the  Princess  Patricia  reinforce- 
ments, and  was  transferred  to  the  lfith 
Battalion,    ('anadlan    Scottish: 

"Many  things  have  happened  of  late, 
and  many  more  events  are  expected  to 
take  place  in  the  near  future.  I  was  in 
tin-  trenches  last  week,  among  the  front 
ranks,  doing  my  "little  bit."  All  of  us 
had  a  share  of  shooting  at  the  Oermans 
and  many  exciting  things  look  plaeo  The 
weather  is  very  cold  and  wet  here,  and 
not  at  all  pleasant,  but  tile  trenches  aro 
mueli  worse,  full  of  mud  and  water — but 
It  must  be  endured.  We  all  have  great 
akin    fur   eoats,   and   need    them    here. 

"I  am  at  present  in  a  little  village  on 
the  hordir  of  France  and  Belgium,  and 
within  range  of  the  German  big  guns 
WhiOh  boom  away  at  all  hours  of  the 
day  and  at  night.  Some  shells  foil 
around  one  billets  yesterday  morning, 
but  did  no  damage.  We  had  no  casual- 
ties la  the  Cordons,  but  the  others  have 
had  some.  I  believe  we  are  to  move 
Into  the   trenches  soon  for  regular  duty. 

"I  have  been  having  my  meals  In  the 
French  houses  lately,  and  they  are  very 
good;  quite  different  from  the  army  ra- 
tions and  a  change." 


Mr.  R.  M.  Winslow,  Provincial  horti- 
culturist, and  Mr.  J.  Forsyth  Smith, 
markets  commissioner,  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Agriculture,  returned  on  Wed- 
nesday after  having  made  an  extensive 
tour  of  the  fruit  growing  districts  of 
the  Kootenay,  Arrow  Lakes  and  Bound- 
ary. At  many  points  in  these  sections 
of  the  Province  they  attended  meetings 
and  addressed  the  farmers  on  the  econ- 
omical side  of  the  fruit  industry.  The 
principal  subjects  dealt  with  were  the 
means  whereby  ,the  cost  of  production 
and  distribution  might  be  decreased 
while  at  the  same  time  the  yield  from 
the  orchards  might  be  made  larger.  In 
view  of  the  difficulties  experienced  by 
B.  C.  fruit  growers  last  year  in  finding 
suitable  markets  for  their  produce,  a 
special  point  was  made  in  giving  infor- 
mation relative  to  the  way  In  which  the 
competitive  conditions  might  be  .  met 
most  advantageously  Jn  order  that  a 
more  profitable  and  better  developed 
n-arket  might  be  created  in  the  Prairie 
iTovlnces,  Which  have  in  the  past  pro- 
vided the  chief  outlet  for  B.  C.  fruit. 
Unusual  interest  was  manifested  by 
these  who  attended!  the  meetings,  and 
particularly  large  attendances^,  were  re- 
corded at  most  of  the  lectures. 

At  many  points  in. the  Kootenay  dis- 
trict a  great  deal  of  acreage  is  being 
used  for  strawberries  and  other  va- 
rieties of  small  fruits.  .The  results  as 
Tar  as  production  are  concerned  have 
been  very  satisfactory,  and  special  In- 
structions were  given  the  farmers  in 
this  region  in  order  that  the  crops 
might  be  marketed  with  profit. 

The  Prairie  wheat  growers  expect  to 
have  a  much  larger  crop  than  in  former 
years,  and  will,  consequently,  be  better 
able  to  import  fruit  from  British  Co- 
lumbia. While  the  war  and  the  conse- 
quent depression  in  all  financial  mat- 
ters makes  it  difficult  to  give  any  op- 
timistic outlook  of  any  certainty,  the 
growers  are  beginning  to  see  certain 
encouraging  indications  for  this  year. 
British  Columbia  had  a  wonderful 
apple  crop  last  year,  as  did  the  whole 
of  this  continent:  and  the  production  is 
expected  to  be  Just  as  good,  although 
the  harvest  for  all  North  America  la 
not  likely  to  be  duplicated  this' year. 
The  competitors  in  the  United  States 
are  making  strenuous  efforts  to  per- 
fect their  selling  organizations  and  to 
do  away  with  internal  competition.  In 
ttiis  way,  tin  markets  of  this  Trovlncc 
will  not  ho  stocked  up  with  American 
fruit  as  was  the  case  last  year. 

While  in  the  Interior,  Mr.  Winslow 
i  iade  a  strong  point  of  impressing  upon 
farmers  the  advisability  of  reducing 
the  cost  of  living  by  cutting  down  all 
unnecessary  expenses  a«d  endeavoring 
as  much 'as' possible  to  grow  all  their 
own  vegetables  and  other  food  com- 
modities  that  could  be  raised.    •'•;."■ 


Take  a  little  music,  not  too  much, 
but  be  sure  to  have  it  tuneful  and  go

as  a  musical  comedy.  If  you  can  make 
the  whole  thing  exceedingly  Improba- 
ble, and  yet  string  it  together  as  if  it 
might  have  happened  so,  all  the  better; 
but  that  need  not  trouble  you  very 
much,  provided  you  have  one  or  two 
singers  somewhat  better  than  com- 
mon and  can  get  the  chorus  up  to  the 
requirements  of  an  ensemble  fortissimo. 
"The  Red  Rose"  has  all  these  qualities, 
and  therefore  It  is  what  people  call  "a 
good  little  show."  That  is  what  people 
say  of  a  performance  which  Is  good  and 
amusing    without   being   great. 

"The  Red  Rose"  has  rather  more 
plot  than  the  average  musical  comedy, 
but  that  Is  not  a  fault;  It  Is  a  decided 
advantage,  for  it  adds  to  the  Interest, 
which  In  such  productions  Is  often  left 
to  depend  upon  the  excellence  of  the 
work  of  individuals.  The  story  could  be 
elaborated  Into  a  very  good  comedy 
without  music.  The  leading  lady  Is 
Miss   Zoe    Barnett,    who    makes   a   very 

attractive — stage    pieturc. She    unfler- 

stands  the  art  of  dressing,  is  the  pos- 
sessor of  a  piquant  manner  and  a  voice 
that  suits  her  role  very  well.  The  lead- 
ing singer  among  the  men  Is  Mr.  Henri 
La  Bonts,  who  has  a  strong,  clear  and 
sweet  tenor,  and  sings  with  good  ef- 
fect. Miss  Charlotte  Gale  and  Mr.  Joe 
Standlsh  are  the  leading  comedians 
and  make  a  good  deal  of  fun.  The  rest 
of  the  cast  do  their  work  well.  The 
chorus  sings  In  good  tune  and  is  well 
balanced.  The  tout  ensemble  is 
satisfactory. 

There  are  twenty  musical  numbers 
In  the  comedy,  and  each  of  them  goes 
with  good  movement.  -  Some  of  them 
may  Win  more  than  passing  popularity 
The  scenery  ls_ excellent;  nothing  pret- 
tier than  the  opening  of  the  second  act 
need  be  desired.

LETTER  RECEIVED  FROM 

VICTORIAN  IN  EGYPT 

Mr.  Carl  wirrini,  how  In  Cairo,  Writea 

in    Optimistic   Strain    Concerning; 
Suez    righting-. 

Mr.  Sydney  ileal d,  of  Esquimau,  has 
received  the  following  letter  from  Mr. 
Carl  Wiggins,  who  left  Victoria  at  the 
outbreak  of  hostilities  and  is  now  serv- 
ing the  British  colors  In  the  Suez  Canal 
zone:  '  . 

"You  will  be  glad  to  know  that  at 
least  we  are  well,  and  only  for  the  ex- 
tra troops  and  {be  necessarily  heavy 
work  In  our  department,  one  would  not 
recognise  in  Cairo  that  the  war  is  with- 
in our  gates.  The  fighting,  however, 
has  been  chiefly  conflned  to  the  vicinity 
of  the  Suez  cWl,  which  Is  barely  one 
hundred  miles  from  here,  and  the 
enemy  has  not  yet  appeared  In  very 
great  numbers.  Where  he  has  come  In- 
to contact  with  our  forces  he  has  suf» 
fercd  heavy  losses,  so  that  we  are  be- 
ginning tp  see  prisoners  and  captures 
arms  in  Cairo.  If  those  already  here 
are  fair  samples  *>  our  enemy,  then 
Germany's  sin  is  so  much  (he  greater 
for  they  are  badly  clothed,  equipped 
and  fed.  Some  are.  even  without  boots, 
and  their  equipment  Is  much  like  that 
used  in  theatricals,  being  tied  up  with 
string  and  made  of  the  worst  materials 
possible.  It  is  an  army  like  this  that 
Germany  practically  forced  to  try  con- 
clusions with  us,  and  to  march  over 
100  miles  of  desert  to  do  it.  I  call  it  a 
downright  shame,  and  even  though  they 
they   deserve   sympathy,    but

schools  In  the  country,  which  mean*  at 
least  ninety  .per  cant,  of  aW  the  schools, 
are  novas  good  as  they  should  be.  So 
the  Government  is  asking  the  X\rpmon"a 
Institutes  to  assist  them  in  reform.  Mr. 
Mathieson  says:  ■>  . 

"I  have  said  repeatedly,  the  men  .have 
had  charge  of  the  schools  from  the 
earliest  days,  and  thoy  have  failed  be- 
cause they. live  out  of  doors  most  of  the 
time,  and  because  the  house  Is  the  place 
of  last  resort  of  the  busy  farmer.  But 
to  the  women,  who  live  In  the  houses 
and  know  what  comfort  and  sanitation 
mean,  the  problem  la  up  to  them  con- 
ttnuously;  and  besides  that  they  think 
more  of  their  children  and  their  chil- 
dren's health  than  men  do.  And  now, 
with  their  organization,  which  we  hope 
will  spread  over  the  whole  Province,  1 
believe  we  will  have  a  mitigation  of  the 
undesirable  conditions  that  exist" 

In  addition  to  this,  it  is  proposed  to 
establish   a   laboratory    where    tests  can 


be  made,  net  only  for  tuberculosis  but 
for  the  bacilli  of  other  infectious  dis- 
eases. To  discover  disease  and  to  treat 
it  properly  when  it  is  found,  as  well  as 
to  prevent  it  by  proper  sanitation,  is  the 
aim  of  the  Government  of  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island. 

•  The  small  extent  of  this  Province 
makes  the  Government  the  proper  agent 
for  this  purpose.  In  our  own  Province, 
where  a  large  proportion  of  the  people 
live  in  cities,  the  obligation  resting  up* 
on  the  municipalities  is  greater.  With 
regard  to  tuberculosis  this  obligation 
has  not  been  at  all  adequately  met. 

In  Victoria,  the  capital  city  of  the 
Province,  we  have  no  free  clinic.  There 
Is  no  nurse  whose  duty  it -is  to  visit 
patients  in  their  homes  and  give  them 
advice  and  instruction.  We  have,  it  ia 
true,  a  sanitarium  at  Kam loops,  but 
this  institution  Is  full,  and,  If  that 
were  not  the  case,  it  is  too  far  away  for 
patients  from  Vancouver  Island. 

Tuberculosis  Is  a  disease  that  pre- 
vails  among  the  poor,  and  attacks,  very 
often,  men  and  women  who  have  famil- 
ies depending  on  them.  A  journey  to 
Kamloops  and  back,  to  say  nothing  of 
hospital  expenses,  is  Quite  beyond  the 
means  of  the  mechanic  or  laborer  with 
a  large  family. 

The  Jubilee  Hospital  has  accommoda- 
tion for  incurable  cases,  but  cannot  re- 
fuse to  accept  others  When  humanity 
demands  that  they  should  be  taken  in. 
There  is  no  means  of  giving  those  men 
and  women  who  would  be  benefited  by 
it  employment. 

The  consequence  Is  thaw  too  often, 
patients  are  nursed  In  their  own  homes, 
where  little  provision  is  made  to  pre- 
vent the  spread  of  infection,  and  where, 
sometimes,  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  ade- 
quate nourishment.  To  Judge  by  pub- 
lic school  records  the  great  majority  of 
cases  of  tuberculosis  must  come  from 
abroad.  This  does  not  make  them  leas 
dangerous,  if  they  are  not  properly 
cared  for.  It  is  neither  wise  nor  right 
for  the  people  of  Victoria  to  shut  their 
eyes  to  this  danger.  The  health  officer, 
Dr.  O.  A.  B.  Hall,  has  twice  raised  a 
note  of  warning.  The  matron  of  the 
Jubilee  Hospital,  who  is  a  newcomer  to 
Victoria,  sees  the  great  necessity  of 
making  an  organised  effort  to  light  this 
disease.  >     - 1 

The  lesson  from  our  sister  Province 
should  not  be  lost  on  British  Columbia. 
At  present  the  task  before  Victoria  is 
comparatively  easy,  The  Government. 
has  freed  us  from  anxiety  on  the  score 
of  milk,  for  our  herds  are  almost,  If  not 
quite  healthy.  It  remains  for  the  city 
to  institute  some  sort  of  social  service, 
and  a  free  clinic.  JCvcry  case  should 
be  found,  and  when  found  treated  In  the 
way  best  suited   tu   the   health   of  the   in- 

vlduai  and  the  safety  .at  the  family 
or  the  community.  This  ought  not  to 
be  a  difficult  matter,  and  if .  the  philan- 
thropic societies  worked  together  could 
be  accomplished.  Friendly  Help  visi- 
tors, Victorian  Order  of  Nurses,  the 
Medical  Health  Officer,  with  the  school 
doctor  and  nurse,  should  be  able  to  de- 
vise means  for  discovery,  and  the  Anti- 
tuberculosis Society  would  find  the  pub? 
Ho  readly-  to  support  measures  of  relief. 

It  must  if  r>  membered  that  Mitch  a 
time  as  tin-  prow'tit,  when  employment 
is  scarce  and  Incomes  small,  tends  to  the 
Increase  or  tuberculosis,  especially  in 
Children.       Bclenoe    has    taught    us    that 

Infection  can  be  prevented  and  that 
light  and  air  are  the  best  remedies.    But 

it  has  also  taught  ns  that  eternal  vigil- 
ance Ik  the  price  of  safety  In  this  as  In 
other  dangers.

Not  to  Study  Conditions  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  but  to  Assist 
in  Developing  the  Growing- 
Freight  Trade, 


With  the  arrival  of  the  Harriaon- 
JDirect  Lino  steamship  Spectator  In  port 
from  Liverpool,  information  reached 
Air.  Harold  Cove,  local  munager  for 
Balfour,  Guthrie  &  Co.,  Worth  Pacific 
agents  for  the  British  line,  that  the 
Steamship  Student,  Captain  Connor, 
has  been  substituted  for  tho  Chancel- 
lor to  tukc  the  April  sailing  from  Eu- 
rope for  this  Coast,  gutting  away  from 
Liverpool   on  April    17. 

Following  the  Student  In  the  ser- 
vice will  be  the  Director,  from  the 
Mersey  about  May  1G,  after  which  will 
probably  return  the  Spectator  about 
the  middle  of  Juntr,  or  some  other  ves- 
sel  of   this   immense   fleet. 

The  Student  is  a  sister  ship  to  the 
Spectator,  which  was  in  port  yester- 
day discharging  freight  from  United 
Kingdom  ports.'  Both  vessels  are  new 
to  the  North  Pacific  service.  At  the 
present  time  the  Harrison  Line  is 
experiencing  considerable  difficulty 
1a.  locating  its  steamers,  over  the  many 
routes  maintained  by  this  steamship 
corporation,  owing  to  many  vessels  of 
the  fleet  having  been  commandeered 
by  the  British  Admiralty  for  war  ser- 
vice. Despite  this  great  drawback, 
regular  services  are  being  maintained 
of  the  various  routes,  while  the  North 
Pacific  service  is  being  given  the  usual 
monthly  sailings.

CHRISTIAN  BORS  TO 

RETURN  TO  NORWAY 

Norwegian.  Steamer,  seized  by  Japanese 

and   Later   Released,  Chartered 

for  Trip  to  Europe 

Following  confirmation  of  the  re- 
port that  the  owners  are  agreeable  to 
certain  war  risk  insurance  details,  the 
charter  .  of  the  Norwegian  steamer 
Christian  Bors  to  load  grain  on  the 
Columbia  River  for  the  United  King- 
dom on  account  of  H.  M.  Houser  will 
be   closed. 

Negotiations  were  .  practically,  com- 
pleted during  the  past  few  days,  say© 
for  the  insurance  ■  matter.  The  vessel 
sailed  from  Kobe  on  March  8  for  San 
Francisco,  with  a  cargo  consigned  to 
the  Robert  Dollar  Steamship  Company, 
which  had  the  ship  under  time  charter 
and  she  was  to  have  loaded  lumber 
for  a  return  voyage  to  the  Far  East. 
It  Is  said,  the  owners  are .  anxious  to 
return  the  vessel  to  her  native  waters, 
and  for  that  reason  the  arrangement 
to  load  for  the  United  Kingdom  was 
brought  about. 

She  is  of  2,788  net  tons  registen  and 
to  classed  .as  one  of  the  best  tramp 
6toamers  plying  on  the  Pacific.  The 
lines  of  the  Christian  Bors  are  famil- 
iar here,  the  vessel  having  made  many 
voyages  to  and  from  British  Columbia 
ports.  The  present  voyage  of  the 
steamer  from  the  Orient  was  fun  of 
incident 

The  Christian  Bors  sailed  from* 
Shanghai  on  January  27  with  a  cargo 
of  about  2,500  tons  of  general  mer- 
chandise destined  for  the  Pacific  coast. 
She  was  to  call  at  Kobe  and  Yokoha- 
ma, where,  it  was  anticipated, .  she 
would  pick  up  enough  cargo  to  fill  her 
completely. 

On  her  arrival  at  Kobe  on  February 
6  she  was  seised  by  the  Japanese  au- 
thorities. • 

Reports  from  Japan  stated  that  the 
ship  had  been  seised  for  having  secret- 
ly landed  cargo  which  did  not  appear 
on  the  manifest.  This  was  subsequent- 
ly of ficially "  denied.  The  Christian 
Bors  was  token  to  the  Japanese-  naval 
yard  at  Sasebo,  but  after  investiga- 
tion was  released.

The  mystery  ship  is  the  title  by 
which  the  Harrison  steamship  Spectator 
lias  been  known,  or  rather  reported  as, 
during  her  movements  on  the  North 
Pacific  coast.  When  putting  Into  the 
various  ports  of  call  she  has  Invariably 
been  reported  by  the  lookout  stations  as 
a  steamer  with  black  hull  and  black 
fnnnel.  She  bore  no  distinguishing 
marks  that  might  give  the  shipping 
communities  Interested  In  her  arrival 
the  slightest  inkling  of  her  ownership, 
and  it  was  only  by  the  British  flag  flut- 
tering at  her  stern  that  she  was  recog- 
nised on  coming  alongside.  The  Harri- 
son ships  are  distinguished  by  red  and 
white  bands  circling  «re  stack,  but  on 
the  arrival  off  the  Cape  of  the  Specta- 
tor .  these  familiar  signs  were  missing, 
with  the  result  that  she  was  roported 
as  an  unknown  steamar  with  black  hull 
and  stack.  .  The  color  of  the  ship  has  a 
brief  but  significant  history. 
Blockade  Threatened 

When  she  sailed  from  Liverpool  on 
February  16,  the  threatened  German 
submarine  blockade  was  only  two  days 
distant,  and  precautions  were  taken  by 
painting  the  vessel  an  Inky  black,  even 
the  name  of  the  vessel  not  being  distin- 
guishable on  tiie  bows.  As  a  matter  of 
fact  the  Spectator  was  steaming 
through  the  Irish  Sea  on  the  day  that 
the  submarine  blockade  became  effective. 
No  submarines  were  sighted  by  those 
aboard,  although  a  strict  watch  was 
kept  for  any  signs  of  4  periscope  on  the 
choppy  waters  of  the  channel.  Once 
outside  the  zone  the  precautions  were 
relaxed,  but  the  steamer  still  retained 
the  appearance  of  a  collier  upon  her  ar- 
rival her*. 

Heavy  gales  were  encountered  on  the 
first  few  days  out  from  the  British 
coast,  and  In  nursing  the  ship  through 
this^weather,  her  officers  had  time  .  to 
forget  their  experiences  during  the  dash 
through  the  submarine  zone. 

The  Spectator  arrived  in  port  at  11 
a.m.  yesterday  from  Port  Townsend, 
from  whleh  port  she  bad  been  ordered  to 
Victoria..  ;■ 

Upon  leaving  San  Francisco,  Captain 
McMullan  was  ordered  to  go  direct  to 
Seattle,  as  this  port  was  reported  seri- 
ously affected  by  the  longshoremen's 
strike.

X-osaes  By   War 

Two  steamers  of  the  company  have 
been  lost  since  the  outbreak  of  war. 
The  Chilkana  was  sunk  on  October  19 
by  the  German  raider  Emden,  while  on 
her  maiden  voyage  to  India,  and  tho 
Rohllla  was  wrecked  off  Whitby  on  Oo- 
tober  30  while  in  the  Government  ser> 
vice  as  a  hospital  ship. 

At  the  present  time  the  company's 
fleet  in  commission  consists  of  131 
steamers  of  a  gross  tonnage  of  641,873 
tons.

Some  time  ago,  before  tbe  rise  in  cost 
of  tonnage  took  place,  the  directors  of 
the  company  placed  an  order  for  a  sister 
ship  to  the  fine  liner  Nirvana,  to  «e 
named  the  Nlrpnra,  for  delivery  at  tho 
end  of  this  year, .

REICH  SETTLEMENT 
IN  ' 


Conference  Lasting  Three 
Weeks  Results  in  Arrange- 
ment Being  Effected  Satis- 
factory to  All  Parties, 


VANCOUVER,  B.C.,  April  2.--"W« 
have  reached  a  settlement  satisfactory 
to  both  sides  and  one  tn  which  each 
side   has    made   concessions." 

So  said  T.  V.  O'Connor,  president 
of  the  International  Longshoremen's 
Union,  today  at  the  "conclusion  of  a 
conference  On  the  strike  which -has  pre- 
vailed here  for  the  past  three  weeks. 

"The  adjustment  of  the  dispute  is 
satisfactory  to  the  steamship  com- 
panies, wharf  owners  and  the  leaders  of 
the  Longshoremen's  Union,  and  the  ne- 
gotiations have  brought  about  a  uni- 
formity of  methods  along  the  water- 
front, which  has  not  existed  before.  The 
chief  cause  of  the  strike  was  the  fact 
that  the  coastwise  companies— and  par- 
ticularly the  Union  Steamship  Com- 
pany— insisted  upon  doing  their  own 
dock  work,%  Instead  of  employing  the 
stevedoring  companies,  and  upon  paying 
the  same  rates  as  were  common  along 
the  waterfront.  By  tho  new  arrange- 
ment, which  has  not  been  embodied  in 
a  written  agreement,  all  the  wharf 
owners  will  in  future  do  their  own 
trucking.  ' 

Each   employer,    whether  .dock   owner 

or  stevedoring  company,  will  continue

Captain  Tozawa  stated  that  the 
Pacific  had  extended  a  warm  welcome 
on  tbe  occasion  of  his  first  trip  across 
this  ocean  in  command  of  an  N.  Y.  K.

Regulations 


IOAT..  mining  rights  of  th*  Dominion,  In 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan  and  Alberta, 
the  Yukon  Territory,  the  North-Weat  Terri- 
tories and  In  a  portion  of  the  Province  of 
British  Columbia,  may  he  leased  for  a 
term  of  twenty-one  years  at  an  annual 
rental  of  $1  an  acre.  Not  more  than 
2,600   acres  will   be   leased   to  one  applicant. 

Application  for  a  lease  must  be  made  by 
the  applicant  In  person  to  the  Agent  or 
Sub-Agent  of  the  district  In  which  the 
rights    applied     for    are    altuated. 

In  surveyed  territory  the  land  must  be 
described  by  sections,  or  legal  sub-divis- 
ions of  sections,  and  in  unsurveyed  terri- 
tory 'the  tract  applied  for  shall  be  staked 
out    by    the    applicant    himself. 

Each  application  must  be  accompanied 
by  a  fee  of  $6  which  will  be  refunded  if 
the  rights  applied  for  are  not  available, 
but  not  otherwise.

He  joined  the  ranks 
of  the  Koyal  Fusiliers,  last  August, 
having  left  Victoria  a  few  months  be- 
fore for  an  indefinite  visit  home." 

"I  left  England  early  in  November 
and  have  been  in  Flanders  ever  since. 
What  shall  I  tell  you  about  it?  It 
wouldn't  be  wise  to  write  much.  I 
think.  The  Winter  has  been  terrible. 
We  have  lived  in  water  and  mud- 
weeks  and  weeks  of  agony.  And  war- 
well,  no  words  could  convey  its  hor- 
rors, its  cruelty,  and  certainly  no 
imagination  can  picture  it  as  it  really 
is.

Demand  for  Spring  Merchandise  Is  Sat- 
isfactory—Weather   Has   Stim- 
ulating Effect 


NEW,  YORK,  April  2.— Dispatches  to 
Dun's  Review  from  branches  in  Canada 
report  that,  while  the  weather  has  not 
been  generally  favorable,  the  demand 
for  Spring  merchandise  is  quite  satis- 
factory in  view  of  the  various  adverse 
conditions. 

Montreal  reports  a  fair  sorting  busi- 
ness in  dry  goods,  and  that  travellers 
who  are  showing  Fall  samples  are 
meeting  with   favorable  results. 

There   is   no     particular     activity     in 


either  wholesale  or  retail  business  at 
Quebec,  but  improvement  is  looked  for 
with  the  advent  of  warmer  weather. 

Although  progress  is  slow  at  Toronto 
and  wholesale  trade  is  quiet  this  week, 
owing  to»  adverse  weather,  indications 
point  to  a  fairly  active  Spring  business 
in  most  staple  lines. 
\  In  the  Far  West  and  Northwest,  most 
•report's  indicate  'moderate  Improvement. 

A  somewhat  more  favorable  impres- 
sion, aeems  to  prevail  at.  Winnipeg. 

Jobbing  business  at  Edmonton  makes 
a  favorable  comparison  with  that  of 
previous  years. 

Retail  business  at  Vancouver  has 
been  stimulated  to  some  extent  by 
favorable  weather  and  a  fair  trade  is 
maintained  in  most  wholesale  lines,  al- 
though country  shipments  are  not 
quite  up  to  expectations. 

Gross  earnings  of  all  Canadian  rail- 
roads reporting  to  date  for  three  weeks 
in  March  show  a  decrease  of  15.9  per 
cent  as  compared  with  the  correspond- 
ing period  a  year  ago.    • 

Commercial  failures  in  Canada  this 
week  numbered  forty-nine,  as  against 
fifty-two  last  week  and  forty-flve  the 
same  week  last  year.
